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Ken Bahnuk Student Lounge Opened at Phys. Ed. Building

In a fitting tribute to a 
man who spent most of his 
waking hours helping out the 
university he called home, 
the Ken Bahnuk Student 
Lounge was officially opened 
on Friday, October 19th. 

Ken had been a student at 
Laurentian in the late 60's 
before assuming the respons- 
ibilities of business officer of 
the Phys. Ed. centre in 1972. 
It was at this time that he 
also became involved in the 
intramural program, donat- 
ing many hours of service 
helping out with student 
athletics. 

His untimely death from 
cancer in April of 1983 
created a tremendous loss, 
especially to the thousands 
of students whom he had 
aided throughout their stay 
at Laurentian. It was from his 
love of students that the idea 
of a memorial student lounge 
stemmed. Laurentian's Dir- 
ector of Physical Education, 
Kit Lefroy, explained, "Ken 
was very much student 
oriented and it was felt that a 



student lounge would be 
appropriate. 

The lounge, located in the 
Phys.ed. centre at Laurentian 
University, was made pos- 
sible through donations from 
Mr. Bahnuk's estate, Lauren- 
tian University and the Ken 
Bahnuk Memorial Fund. 

The fund was established 
under the guidance of Mike 
Heale, Sandy Knox and Peter 
Ennis to solicit funds in Ken's 
memory. 

Reaction to the centre has 
been very positive. "The 
students were very impress- 
ed, almost speechless," stat- 



ed Lefroy. He describes the 
lounge as a quiet place, 
where students can meet and 
relax. 

The room contains a large 



glass counter, where many of 
the awards Ken received are 
displayed. This booth also 
holds trophies captured by 
Laurentian athletes in varsity 




competition. 

The most striking feature 
of the lounge, however, is an 
impressive portrait designed 
by Sudbury artist Adam 
Bonczak. "Bonczak managed 
to capture the dedication 
and caring that Ken had for 
the students," noted Lefroy. 

The only sad part in 
viewing the Ken Bahnuk 
Student Lounge is realizing 
that students attending Laur- 
entian University in the 
upcoming decades will not 
fully appreciate the special 
man who so richly deserved 
this fitting tribute.

place at Laurentian last 
weekend. 



Hundreds Want End to 
College Strike 



TORONTO (CUP)-Hundreds 
of students at Ontario's 22 
community colleges are de- 
manding an - end to the 
teachers' strike that has kept 
them out of class since 
Oct. 17. 

They fear they they could 
lose their academic year if 
the strike by the 7,600 
college teachers, members of 
the Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union, continues 
for more than two weeks. 

They publicly demonstra- 
ted their concern at Queen's 
Park, the seat of the Ontario 
legislature in Toronto, Oct. 
19, when they paraded a 
stretcher symbolizing the 
corpse of quality education 
around the legislature gro- 
unds. 

Chanting and placard-car- 
rying students from as far 
away as Sarnia, Peterborough 
and Ottawa milled around a 
huge banner that read: 
"Students need to be tau- 
ght." 

Both representatives of 
the faculty union and the 
Council of Regents, which 
governs the colleges, addres- 
sed the students. They said 
they wanted a speedy settle- 
ment to the strike as well. 

Sean O'Flynn, college 
faculty union leader, said the 
union is willing to negotiate 
a settlement fair to both 
sides and thanked the 
students for throwing their 
support behind the teachers. 



"By your support today, 
you have shown your con- 
cerns are like those of the 
teachers: quality education 
with an end to overcrow- 
ding." 

Diane Schatz, a represen- 
tative of the Council of 
Regents, said the Ontario 
government supported the 
regents' latest offer. When 
she said the government also 
supported the idea of a 
quality and accessible educa- 
tion, students responded 
with chants of: "Bullshit! 
Bullshit!" 

The students' action pro- 
mpted both sides to return to 
the bargaining table Oct. 21, 
but there is no end to the 
strike in sight. 

The strike affects about 
120,000 full time and 500,000 
part time students. Many are 
concerned about missed 
classes, late term papers, 
postponed exams and the 
fate of their student loans. 

Monika Turner, Ontario 
Federation of Students chair, 
said if the school year is 
extended to make up for lost 
time, college students will 
have problems finding sum- 
mer employment. She said 
graduating students will be in 
an even worse position. 

Ron Ried, a nursing 
student at George Brown 
College in Toronto, said most 
students are continuing their 
studies at home but want to 
con't on page 2 



Twenty-five delegates re- 
presenting thirteen institut- 
ions from across the province 
participated in a series of 
lectures with speakers drawn 
from Laurentian University, 
local industry, and the APEO 
itself. 

According to this year's 
conference organizing chair, 
Nina Reilly, the aim of the 
conference was "to make 
students aware of the APEO 
and the services it provides 
to engineering graduates." 

The conference is organiz- 
ed along a different theme 
each year, as selected by the 
organizing committee of the 
sponsoring Engineering soc- 
iety. Reilly, who is a fourth 
year engineering student, 
said that Laurentian arrived 
at its theme through group 
concensus. The aim was to 
encorporate both mining and 
general interest topics into 
the program. 

Speakers at the three-day 
consultation included Dr.D. 
Goldsack on "Engineering — 
A Historical Perspective" 



Mr. Eric Kosatz, Vice Presid- 
ent Mining at Inco, on job 
search techniques and attit- 
udes of graduates, Dr. 
Gordon Slemon, Chairperson 
of the Canadian Accreditat- 
ion Board, on changes in the 
engineering curriculum as 
reflecting the changing econ- 
omic reality, and Dr John 
Daniel, Laurentian President, 
on "Do Universities Need to 
Adapt to a Changing Econ- 
omy?". 

The APEO student confer- 
ence comes just two weeks 
after a two-day visit from the 
Canadian Accreditation 

Board (CAB). The four- 
member CAB team is assess- 
ing Laurentian's Engineering 
Metallurgy department 

which has applied for accred- 
itation. 

Graduates from engineer- 
ing programs without accred- 
itation are required to write 
supplementary Professional 
Engineering exams which test 
their technical competence. 

The CAB team is compos- 
ed of 2 metallurgists who 



concentrate on the technical 
aspects of the program and 2 
non-metallurgists who eval- 
uate the support systems 
affecting the engineering 
department. This would in- 
cttide computer services and 
library facilities. 

All engineering faculty 
were interviewed, as well as 
all technical personnel. The 
board also held interviews 
with 3rd and 4th year 
metallurgy students and the 
Engineering Society exec- 
utive. 

Laurentian had previously 
been rejected for accredit- 
ation for too few faculty, 
inadequate lab space, and 
services. Members of the 
CAB team were impressed 
with the changes, and the 
department is optimistic 
about successful accreditat- 
ion. 

The CAB team is expected 
to visit Laurentian again later 
in the year for further 
assessment, and a final 
decision will be announced 
in the late spring. 



SGA to Hire Researcher 



Laurentian's Student Gen 
eral Association will be 
hiring a full-time researcher 
in the near future it was 
decided at Tuesday's council 
meeting. 

Council approved spend- 
ing $4525, fifty per cent of 
the researcher's wages, for 
the next fifty-two weeks. The 
other half of the wages will 
come from the federal 
government's "Career Ac- 
cess" program. 

According to the job 
description put forth by SGA 
president Barry Schmidl and 
vice-president external Nic- 
ole Loreto, the researcher 
will provide background data 



and analysis for proposed 
SGA policies and collect 
information on current ev- 
ents and developments in 
education and social ser- 
vices. As well, the new staff 
person will assist council 
members with research on 
their particular concerns, as 
they arise. 

The position was approv- 
ed after a short debate with 
twenty-one votes in support 
of the motion, five against, 
and eight abstentions. 

Schmidl says he hopes the 
researcher will be hired 
"within three weeks." 

At the same meeting 
council also passed a motion 



stating that "Financial grants 
to clubs or organizations are 
to be contingent upon doing 
some kind of service for the 
SGA, such as, selling tickets 
for a dance. The respective 
service is to be decided upon 
by the Finance and Services 
Committees." 

An amendment propos- 
ed by Mike Erskine SGA 
representative for Political 
Science, calling for approval 
of any service-conditional 
grants was defeated 

Erskine said later that he 
felt that "council passed too 
much control to the finance 
committee."

and an entire school year," 
he said. 

Phil Gunn, student coun- 
cil president of Seneca 
College, said student coun- 
cils are trying to provide 
students with updates on the 
strike. 

"Unfortunately, there is 
nothing much we can really 
tell them," he said. "I think 
the strike is really hurting the 
students and a lot of them 
are going to be dropping 
out." 

But their fears may be 
premature. Last week 

Ontario education minister 
Bette Stephenson "guaran- 
teed" that students would 
not lose their school year. 
But she later backed down 
and said she would "attempt 
to guarantee" the continua- 
tion of the academic year. 

While speaking in the 
house, Stephenson expressed 
her disapproval of back-to- 
work legislation as a means 
of ending the strike. 

"It is within my experi- 
ence that the best settlement 
is one that is reached by 
mutual agreement between 
, two parties," she said. "It isw 
my strong belief that this is 
also the best solution in this 
case." 

An organizer of the Oct. 
19 demonstration, Lester Fox, 
said Stephenson should take 
a stand on the issue. "(She) 
has not committed herself to 
a statement and I think she 
should." 

ATissue in the strike is the 
teachers' workload. Teach- 
ers want more time to spend 
outside the classroom mark- 
ing assignments and plan- 
ning lessons. 

Teachers are required to 
spend 19 hours a week in the 
classroom. The union has 
said it is willing to accept 
management's offer of a 
one-year wage increase of 
about five per cent, which 
would raise the average 
teacher's salary to $39,000.

National Student Lobby Group 



OTTQWA (CUP)-Some 100 
student politicians will con- 
verge on the nation's capital 
next week to discuss the 
future of Canada's national 
student lobby group. 

They will attend the 
seventh semi-annual general 
meeting of the Canadian 
Federation of Students, at a 
time when the three-year old 
organization is strapped with 
a $65,000 deficit. 

The general meeting, sch- 
eduled for Nov. 4 to 11, 
follows a series of blows to 
the federation. The Univer- 
sity of Calgary graduate 
students recently pulled out 
of the organization meaning 
?. loss of $6,000 in member- 
„..;p fees next year, and the 
University of Alberta student 
council has voted to hold a 
pull-out referendum in Feb- 
ruary. 

The University of Water- 
loo student council is also 
giving the organization head- 
aches. At a recent council 
meeting, the council vowed 
to sue the National Union of 
Students, CFS's predecessor, 
for $17,500 in membership 
fees. CFS is now responsible 
for all of NUS's finances. 

And two CFS staff people 
in Ottawa, executive director 
Diane Flaherty and informa- 
tion officer Yvette Diepen- 
brock, have handed in their 
resignations. Diepenbrock 
left Oct. 12 and Flaherty 
leaves Nov. 2. Both cited 
other job opportunities as 
the reasons for leaving. 



CFS chair Beth Olley says 
the timing of the two 
resignations is "pure coinci- 
dence" and denied that they 
will have an effect on the 
organizing of the general 
meeting. She says CFS has 
hired a temporary replace- 
ment for Diepenbrock and 
will hire a permanent one 
after the general meeting. 

Flaherty has worked for 
CFS since its inception in 
October, 1981, and for one 
year before that for NUS. 

Asked if she is leaving the 
organization because she 
fears it is in deep financial 
trouble and likely to go 
bankrupt, Flaherty said: "I 
don't think this is a sinking 
ship. CFS does have its 
iinternal problens, but it's a 
stable organization and rep- 
resents more students now 
than it ever has. 

"I don't think this is a 
worrisome time." 

Diepenbrock, who landed 
a job with the Carleton 
separate school board as its 
new communications officer, 
has worked for CFS for three 
years. "I accomplished what 
I set out to do and it's time 
to move on," she said. 

Diepenbrock agreed with 
Flaherty, saying she is not 
leaving because of the 
organization's financial prob- 
lems. "We're in no different 
situation than we have been 
in the past." 

At the general meeting, Olley 
says delegates will discuss 
CFS's financial plan as well as

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Old Fort La Cloche-Park

A recent fact finding trip 
by the Sudbury Naturalists' 
Club will likely result in a 
proposal to the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resour- 
ces for the classification of 
the Fort La Cloche site as a 
strictly Day Use park. 

The area, which lays south 
of Massey, is not presently a 
member of the Ontario 
provincial parks system but 
because of its high affinity 
with the La Cloche moutain 
range and representative 
North Shore vegetation it is a 
prime candidate for develop- 
ment in that direction. 
Because today's planners feel 
that the public should have a 
large role in the decision 
making processes that deter- 
mine the classification and

uses of land held in the 
public domain, input from 
interest groups and indivi- 
duals has been invited. 

Following a hike through 
several microenvironments 
of this property, it was clear 
that because of the local 
wealth in history and prehis- 
tory and its ecological 
fragility, that development of 
the area should be limited. 

The classification of "Day 
Use Only" would allow 
people to enjoy the natural 
beauty of the area and would 
only mean that no over- 
night camping would be 



permitted nor other subur- 
ban facilities (such as beach- 
es) constructed. It has been 
suggested by the neighbour- 
ing Spanish River Indian 
Band that campgrounds 
could be more easily const- 
ructed on a site just to the 
west that could stand higher 
and heavier usage. In this 
way the quality of the Fort La 
Cloche site would be preser- 
ved and some employment 
and financial gains would be 
effected in the local eco- 
nomy though, unfortunately, 
these gains would be season- 
al in nature. 
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Our local media and the 
national papers repeatedly 
mentioned Amnesty Interna- 
tional during the month of 
October, as you may have 
noticed. This happened 
because of Prisoner-of-Con- 
science Week which Amnes- 
ty members observed all over 
the world (and also at 
Laurentian University).

many thousands of letter 
written by Amnesty Interna- 
tional members and support- 
ers are accompanied by 
wide-spread publicity for 
this particular work. And 
public awareness increases 
the effectiveness of Amnesty 
International. 

Why is the intervention of 
Amnesty International still 
necessary when there appear 
to be so many political 
bodies that could easily take 



care of obvious violations of 
human rights in our world? 

Unfortunately, despite 
efforts at the United Nations 
and in the field of internatio- 
nal law, our world still lacks 
efficient machinery to pre- 
vent violations of human 
rights. Thousands of people 
all over the world are 
presently still in prison for 
their beliefs, and many of 
them are held without charge 
or trial. Furthermore, torture 



and the death penalty are 
wide-spread. In many coun- 
tries women and children 
have "disappeared"; others 
have been put to death 
without as much as a 
pretense of legality; they are 
simply selected and killed by 
governments and their agen- 
ts. 

Perhaps the only effective 
means to stop at least some 
of these atrocities have been 
the force of aroused world 



opinion. And this is the 
experience upon which the 
work of Amnesty Interna- 
tional is based. National and 
international publicity drives 
are, therefore, so important 
for Amnesty International. 
The more attention is drawn 
to the plight of innocently 
imprisoned people the more 
effective is the pressure 
exerted on individual govern- 
ments to release their prison- 
ers-of-conscience.

Firstly, I would like to 
thank the illustrator of my 
last column. I feel that 
Lambda did an excellent job 
in capturing the spirit of my 
article. As you may recall it 
involved an illustration of a 
woman standing in front of a 
pack of birth control pills. At 
the top of the package, there 
was a row of figures from a 
slot machine. In this case, it 
was three lemons. Not using 
contraception and having 
intercourse is a big gamble if 
pregnancy is not desired. 

Unfortunately, no method 
of birth control is perfect 
either. As the contraceptive 
effectiveness of various birth 
control methods rises it 
seems that the potential for 
serious side effects can also 
increase. The couple should 
take all of these factors into 
consideration when deciding 
whether or not to avoid 
pregnancy and which me- 
thod of contraception is best 
for them. 

The first birth control 
method that I will discuss in 
this series is the fertility 
awareness method. This is 
most commonly called the 
rhythm method. This method 
basically involves keeping 



track of periods and trying to 
determine the safe days. 
With a normal cycle length 
of 28 days, the woman can 
be fertile from the 10th to the 
17th day of her current cycle. 
Cycle days are always mea- 
sured from the first day of 
the last menstrual period. 
There are charts to help 
determine safe days, but if a 
woman has irregular periods, 
it can be very difficult to 
accurately determine the" 
actual safe days. 

Adjuncts to this method 
include the mucus method. 
Briefly, at the time of 
ovulation, vaginal mucus 
becomes very clear, slippery 
and very stretchable. The 
problems with this are that it 
requires a subjective judge- 
ment by the woman and 
there are several factors that 
can actually affect the 
vaginal' mucus. These in- 
clude things such as vaginal 
infections, douching, medi- 
cations and vaginal sper- 
micides. 

The other adjunct method 
that can be used is basal 
body temperature graphing. 
This requires a daily charting 
by the woman of her basal 
body temperature. With ovu- 
lation, there is a temper- 



ature rise of 0.25 to 0.5 
degrees centigrade. This rise 
occurs only after ovulation 
and instead of being used as 
a contraceptive method, 
basal body temperature 
graphing is often used by 
women to determine their 
ovulation when they are 
trying to become pregnant. 

the advantages of the 
rhythm method are obvious 
in that it is free of any side 
effects, it is inexpensive and 
it teaches the woman to 
become more aware of her 
own body. There is some 
concern, however, that any 
pregnancy that does result 
from this method will result 
in increased birth defects. 
Some people feel that if a 
couple delays intercourse 

until they believe a fertile 
time is over and the egg still 
fertilizes, it may be "old" and 
it is thought by some that 
these "old" eggs may be 
•associated with increased 
birth defects. 

The disadvantages of this 
method are that it limits the 
opportunities for spontane- 
ous intercourse and requires 
care. The checking of the 
vaginal discharge is subject- 
ive and is prone to error. 



In the next article I will 
discuss the methods of the 
vaginal spermicides and con- 
doms. If you have sug- 
gestions for topics of future 
columns, please drop them 
off at Health Services and I 
will try to respond to them. If 
anyone is interested in 
writing a column I would be 
very happy to offer them all 
the assistance that I can.

Editor's Note: We are quite 
happy that Dr. Najgebauer is 
pleased with the graphic we 
included with his last col- 
umn. We would like to point 
out, however, that it may be 
interpreted a different way. 
Not only is not taking 
contraceptives a gamble, but 
taking the pill itself is quite a 
gamble as well. Because of 
its high success rate, simple 
usage and easy access we 
often overlook the many side 
effects and indeed deaths 
that have occurred because 
of it. Perhaps the woman in 
front of the BCP/slot mac- 
hine is wondering if the 
gamble is worth the risk.

The first of these is the 
Beach Boy's "God Only 
Knows" which Bowie croons 
over a lush orchestral string 
arrangement. The song is 
located on side one of the 
record with three other 
mellow tracks. Side two 
contains the more rocking 
material including "I Keep 
Forgetting" a song that is as 
old as this writer and older 
than a lot of you readers. 

For the most part Bowie 
does not stalk any new 
artistic grounds, bat neither 
is he complacent. There are 
experiments with reggae 
influenced rhythms and pow- 
erful horn arrangements. 
Vocally Bowie is terrific. 

The one complaint that 
can be made about the 
album is the duet with 
Tina Turner on the song title 
track "Tonight". At certain 
points Turner is barely 
audible, but that's understan- 



dable since she once drove 
Rod Stewart off stage in 
embarrassment during a duet 
of his song "Hot Legs". 
Presumably Bowie didn't 
wish to have a song stolen 
from under him on his own 
record. 

The album was recorded 
in Montreal, with Police and 
Genesis producer Hugh Pad- 
gham, and Derrik Bramble 
sharing co-production credits 
with Bowie. It has already 
been announced that there 
will be no tour to support 
Tonight , therefore fans of 
David Bowie the visual artist 
will have to make due with 
the "Blue Jean" video and a 
special airing of a concert 
from 1983's Serious Moon- 
light tour on local television 
in a few weeks. The rest of us 
can listen to this fine album 
of intelligent and graceful 
music that is much like the 
man himself.
